Campaign for Accountability (“CfA”) makes this request for public records, regardless of 
format, medium, or physical characteristics, and including electronic records and information, 
audiotapes, videotapes and photographs, pursuant to N.C. Gen. Stat. § 132-1 etseq. 

CfA seeks from the Legislative Services Office (the “Office”) copies of certain 
communicative documents explained below relating to the following members of the North 
Carolina General Assembly (collectively, the “Legislators”):

communications between or among any of the offices of any of the Legislators regarding any of 
the following organizations:

• Human Coalition 

• Mountain Area Pregnancy Services 

• Women Speak Out 

• Susan B. Anthony List 
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Where possible, please produce records electronically. 1 If it is your position that any 
portion of the requested records is exempt from disclosure pursuant to N.C. Gen. Stat. §§ 132-1.1 
through 1.23, please explain in writing the reasons for any determination that a record is exempt 
from disclosure. In the event that a portion of a requested record is properly exempt from 
disclosure, but it is possible to redact that portion and produce the remainder of the requested 
record, please do so. 2 

CfA is a non-profit organization and seeks the requested information to inform and educate 
the public about the relationship between members of the state’s legislative body and outside 
advocacy organizations. Accordingly, because CfA seeks the information to benefit the general 
public, we request that the information be provided without charge. If a fee waiver is not available, 
please inform me if the cost will exceed $200. 

Please produce the requested records “as promptly as possible” pursuant to N.C. Gen. Stat. 
§ 132-6(a). If you foresee any problems in releasing the requested records in whole or in part, 
please contact me at 202-780-5750.
